Washington, August 18.—(By the 
Associated Press.) —President Hard- 
ing laid the whole story of the rail 
and coal strikes before the American 
people today with a pledge that, 
whatever the cost, government by law 
will be sustained. 

Summing up before a joint ses- 
sion of senate and house his efforts 
toward industrial peace, the president 
asserted that neither employers nor 
employees could escape responsibility 
for the present situation and that no 
“small minority” would be permitted 
by “armed lawlessness,” ‘“conspir- 
acy” or “barbarity and butchery” to 
override the paramount interests of 
the public. 

“We must reassert the doctrine 
that in this republic the first obli- 
gation and ‘the first allegiance of 
every citizen, high or low, is to his 
government,” said the president,

The proposition on the other hand, 
was outlined in other quarters as 
providing for restoration of strikers 
as rapidly as possible with their sen- 
iority rights to be adjusted ultimately 
te the satisfaction of all. 
Gentlemen’s Agreement. 
The proposal in these quarters was 
understood to be on the basis of a 
gentlemen’s agreement which those 
close to the conferees said would give 
due respect to the rights of the new 
men. This agreement, it was said, 
would assure jobs to both the strik- 
ers and the so-called new men, since 
railroads and brotherhood officials 
have stated that they could use 150 
per cent of their normal shopcraft 
forces to prepare for the resumption

CONFERENCE FAILS 
TO DEVELOP HOPE.

ington July 1. The designation 
of representation was left to the 
officials of the various organiza- 
tions, and there was nation-wide 
representation, except from the 
non-union fields of the™ country. 


Before the joint meeting I expres- 


sed the deep concern of the coun- 


try and invited them to meet at. 


a conference table and end the 
disputes between them. The con- 
ference did not develop even a 
hope. The operators were ask- 
ing for their district or territo- 
rial conference; the workers de- 
manded national settlement. on 
old bases. : 
“Appraising -correctly the hope- 
lessness of the situation I again 


invited both operators and work- 
ers to meet with me, and tender- 
ed a means of settlement so just- 


ly inspired that it was difficult 
to\see how any one believing in 
industrial peace ‘and justice to 
all concerned eould reject it. In 
substance, it called on the oper- 
ators to open their mines, on the 
mine workers to resume work at 
the same pay and under the same 
working conditions as prevailed 
at the time the strike began. In 
turn, the government was to 
create at once a coal commission, 
or two of them, if preferred by 
all parties to the dispute, so that 
one could deal with the bitumim- 
ous, the other with the problems 
in- the anthracite field. Among 
the commissioners were to be re- 
presentatives of the operators, re- 
presentatives of the mine work- 
ers, and outsanding, disinterest- 
ed, and. able’ representatives of 
the Americap’ publie. The com- 
niission wag, te be instructed to 
direct its t' inquiry to the rate 
of wige to be paid for the period 
ending next April 1, and then to 
enter upon a fact finding inquiry 
into every phase of the industry 
and point the way to avoid fu- 
ture suspensions in production.

Millions of doHars worth of cotton 
seed from the rapidly maturing 1922 
crop will rot in the oil mills and gins 
of the south unless they can be given 
a better ranking on the federal fuel 
administration priority lists than they 
now have. This condition was dis- 
closed Friday night -by John  T. 
Boifeuillet, head of the coal adininis- 
tration in Georgia. Mr. Boifeuillet 
stated that he is bending every ef- 
fort to persuade the federa] adminis- 
tration to come to the relief of the 
industry by advancing it on the gov- 
ernment priority ssts. 

Cotton seed, Mr. Boifeuillet explain- 
ed, is a perishable article, whith, to be 
utilized must be crushed and the oil ex- 
tracted soon after the cotton is picked 
and ginned, else it will deteriorate 
rapidly and be of no value. Many 
cotton oil mills and gins of Georgia 
are beginning to feel keenly the coal 
shortage brought about by the coal and 
railway strikes. Oil. mill and gin 
men from all parts of Georgia have 
written to the Atlanta office, at 121 
State Capitol, appealing for immedi-7 
ate relief. 

Would Be Serious Blow. 

Many sections of the state are this 
year making their first profitable crops 
of cotton since boll weevil infesta- 
tion began and loss of the usual pro- 
ceeds of the cotton seed would be a 
serious blow to farmers, oil mill men 
and the general businesg interests of 
the section, according to the letters 
the fuel administration has received 
from mil] operators. : 

Mr. Boifeuillet stated that the first 
week's operations*of the neWly es- 
tablished .¢oa! administration would 
show that the coal shortage is being 
felt more sharply by industry as. a. 
‘whole throughout the state than the 
general public has realized. The 
shortage has not touched the home- 
owners as a class because the weather 
has been too warm during the strike 
to make use of coal necessary or de- 
sirable. a : 

Industries of the state, on the oth- 
er hand, have’ been feeling the grip 
of the shortage gradually tighten for 
a long time Coal that had been or- 
dered on contract as early as June 
has not been delivered to many con- 
cerns. The bunkers of many magu- 
facturing enterprises have for several 
weeks been lower than ever before 
in their histories. °

Washington, August 18.—Regard- 
leas of recent statements irom repub- 
lican officials at Washington that 
there would be no issues of promi- 
nence in the national election this fall, 
democratic leaders are githering ad- 
ditional material for their ciunpaign 
textbook. 

Much space in the texthook will be 
taken up with the tariff, and will 
include such drastic assertions as 
those made by Senator Gooding, and 
Senator Stanfield, republican mem 
bers ef the wool ring, who gaid they 
would vote for a tariff of 1,000 or 
5,000 per cent, if jt were needed to 
“protect” American industry. it wus 
learned today that the democratic, 
national committee is leading its 
politieal guns with such quotations. 

The national committee is also 
gathering speeches of such republican 
critics of the tariff bill as Senators 
Borah, Lenroot, LaFollette and Nor- 
ris, which will be used profusely, it 
is said. 

Senator Wenroot, Wisconsin, -e- 
cently made just the sore of speech the 
democrats need for their campaign 
attacks. Offering an amendment 10 
the paragraph covering knives and 
shears to provide that “none of the 
articles specified in this paragraph 
shall pay a greater rate of duty than 
100 percentum ad valorem,” he pre- 
cipitated some rather frank admis- 
sions from his republican colleagues. 

No Hope of Success. 

A congenial antagonist of ruthless 
tariff taxation, Senator Lenroot said: 

“I have no hope of the amendment 
being adopted, in view of the defent 
of the amendment just offered, vut I 
am going to ask a vote on each of 
the propositions so the American 
people: may know just how senators 
stand on the rates being proposed.” 

“Is 100 per cent, a_ protective 
rate?” demanded Senator Gooding, 
“I want to know that before I go on 
record.”’ 

“Oh, I know the senator from Idaho 
is willing to vote for a rate of a 
1,000 per cent. The duty is entirely 
immaterial to him,” replied Senater 
iF root. 

“Yes, if the industry needs 1.900 
per cent protection, L have made that 
clear,” returned Senator Gooding. 

“Well, we might raise tea in North 
Carolina if we put a rate of duty 
of about 5,000 per cent on that ar- 
ticle,” said Senator Lenroot, “and 
under the policy of the Idaho sen- 
ator he would vdte for the 5,000 per 
cent duty.” 

No Protective Duty. 

“No, I draw the lines,’ said Sen- 
ator Gooding. ' 

“fT do not know where you draw 
the line,” retorted Senator Learvot. 

“T have never been accused of be- 
ing foolish,” rejoined Senator Goo1- 
ing, “or of desiring to hot-house any 

G industry. I know what we can raise 


on our soil: I know we cannot grow 
tea.or rubber, and I am not in favor 
of a protective duty.

Ad Valorem Duty. 4 


“T am not if it requires 400 jer’ 
cent duty. Is the senator from One- 
gon willing to vote for a straight 
per cent ad valorem duty?” inquired 
Senator Lenroot. 

“Yes, or 4,000 per cent if it takes 
such a rate to equalize the differ- 
ence in the cost of manufacture in 
this country and the foreign country 
which produces the article competing 
with the American product.” 

“Then there is a fundamental dif- 
ference between the senators from 
Oregon and Idaho and myself,” re- 
joined Senator Lenroot. 

uestion resolves itself into 
They are willing if it costs 
the American people four times as 
much to buy an American article as 
a foreign article then they are will- 
ing to tax the people that four times, 
or 400 per cent. J want to say de- 
liberately to them that that kind of 
tariff-making does not spell prosper- 
ity for the United States. Where 
would the senator stop?’ 

“IT would stop,” said Stanfield, 
“when the rate is so high that it is 
not necessary to equalize the differ- 
ence in the cost of producing in this 
country and abroad, including labor 
and the other elements of cost.” 


° Limit to Taxation. 


“The senator from Idaho answers 
the question very fully,” said Sena- 
tor Lenroot,. “He is wil¥mg to have 
the farmers of America pay 1,000 per 
cent more for an article if necessary 
in order to have it manufactured in 
this country than abroad. There is 
a limit beyond which I am not willing 
to tax the American people in order 
simply to have the article produced in 
this country. 

“There is a limit, also, where we 
cannot, as protectionists and repub- 
licans, say that we are justified in 
taxing the American consumers in or- 
der to maintain an industry here, if 
it requires a protective duty of 100, 
200, 300 or 600 per cent. I suppose 
that was accepted republican doctrine 
that there was a limit somewhere; 
that if the American manufacturer 
cannot get along without us taxing 
the American people twice as much 
for an article as it may be imported 
for, then we should say to the Amer- 
ican manufacturer that @¢4 are sorry, 
but the price is too high to continue 
your industry. That is a simple prop- 
osition.” 

Replying to the argument used by 
Senators Gooding and Stanfield, dem- 
ocratic members asserted today that 
congress might as well pass a law 
prohibiting citizens of the United 
States from buying foreign goods, Sen- 
ator Reed, Missouri, declared that 
principle worked out the same by 
“building the barriers of a tariff wall 
around the country.”

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of the bituminous operators filed 
an acceptance, but a _ consider- 


able minority declined the propo-— 
sal. ‘ 
Resume Production. 


“Under these. circumstances having 
no authority to demand compliance, the 
government had no other course than 
to invite a resumption of production 
under the rights of all parties to the 
controversy with assurance of gov- 
ernment protection of each and every- 
one in his lawful pursuits. This fact 
f'was communicated to the govern- 
ors of all coal producing states, and 
with two exceptions assurances of 
maintained law and order were 
promptly given. In some instances 
concrete proof of effective readiness 
to protect all men, strikers and non- 
striking workmen alike, was promptly 
given. But little or no new produc- 
tion followed. The simple but signif- 
icant truth was revealed that, except 
for such coal as comes from the dis- 
tricts worked by  non-organized 
miners, the country is at the mercy of 
the United Mine Workers. 

“Governors in various states report- 
ed that their operators and miners 
had no dispute and were eager to re- 
sume production. District leaders in- 
formed me that their workmen were 
anxious to return to their jobs, but 
that they were not permitted to do 
so. Hundreds of wives of workmen 
have addressed the white house, be- 
seeching a settlement, alleging that 
they knew no grievance, and there is 
an unending story of appeals for re- 
lief where necessity or suffering were 
impelling where a mere expression 
of need ought to find ready compli- 
ance, 

“At every stage, the government 
has been a just neutral regarding 
wage scales and working contracts. 
There are fundamental evils in our 
present system of production and dis- 
tribution which make™the wage prob- 
lem difficult. In the bituminous coal 
fields are vastly more mines than are 
requisite to the country’s needs, and 
there are 200,000 more mine work- 
ers than are needed to produce in 
continuous employment the country’s 
normal requirements. By continuous 
employment I mean approximately 
280 working days in the year. In 
many instances last year men were 
employed less than 150 days, in some 
cases much fewer than that. In the 
over-manned section, men divide the 
working time, and high wages are nec- 
essary to meet the cost of the barest 
living. Interrupted transportation, 
sorely broken employment, the fail- 
ure to develop storage against en- 


rying—all these present problems 
bearing on righteous wage adjust- 
ment and demand constructive solu- 


tion. 
Asks for Commission. 

“Because of these things, because 
of the impressions of many cases of 
unjustifiable profits in the indus- 
try, and because public interest de- 
mands investigation, and demands the 
finding of facts be given to the pub- 
lic, I am asking at your hands the 
authority to create a commission to 
make a searching investigation into 
the whole coal industry, witli provi- 
sion for its lawful activities and the 
bestowal of anthority to reveal every 
phase of coal production, sale, and 
distribution. 

“I am speaking now on bebalf of 
mine workers, mine eo and 
the American public.. It will bring 
protection to all and point the way 
to continuity of preduction and the 
better economic functioning of the 
industry in the future. 

“The necessity for.such a search-

larged demands and inadequate car- 
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tive. At the moment the coal skies 
are clearing, but unless we find a 
cure for.the economic ills which af- 
fect the industry and therein find a 
basis for righteous relationship, we 
shall be faced with a like menacing 
situation on next April 1, on the 
expiration of the wage contracts 
which are now being made. | 

“The need for such investigation 
and independent consideration. is re- 
vealed by both operators and mine 
workers in the provision in the Cleve- 
land agreement so recently made. The 
government will gladly co-operate 
with the industry in this program in 
so far as it,is in the public interest 
to do ##, but I have an unalterable 
conviction that no lasting satisfac- 
tion or worth-while results will en- 
sue unless we may have a govern- 
ment commission, independent of the 
industry, clothed with authority by 
the congress to search deeply, so that 
it may advise as to fair wages and 
as to conditions of labor and recom- 
mend the enactment of laws to pro- 
tect the public in the future. 

Exhaustion of Coal. — 

‘The almost toful exhaustion of 
stocks of coal, the crippled condi- 
tion of the railways, the distressed 
situation that has, arisen and might 
grow worse in our great cities due 
to the shortage of anthracite, the suf- 
fering which might arise in the north- 
west through failure to meet winter 
needs by lake transportation, all these 
udded to the possibility of outrageous 
price demands, in spite of the most 
zealous voluntary efforts of the gov- 
ernment to restrain them, make it 
necessary to ask you to consider at 
once some form of temporary con- 


trol of distribution and prices. 

“The administration earnestly has 
sought to restrain profiteering and to 
secure the rightful distribution of 
such coal as has @een available in 
this emergency. ‘There were no legal 
owers for price control. There has 
veen cordial co-operation in many 
fields, a fine revelation of business 
conscience stronger than the tempta- 
tion to profit by a people’s misfor- 
tune. There have been instances of 
flat refusal. I rejoice to make ac- 
knowledgment of those who preferred 
to contribute to national welfare 
rather than profit by a nation’s dis- 
tress. 

“If it may have your approval, I 
recommend immediate provision for 
a temporary national coal ugency with 
needed capital, to purchase, sell, and 
distribute coal which is carried in 
interstate shipment. I do not mean 
that all interstate coal shall be han- 
dled by such a federal organization; 
perhaps none will be necessary; but 
it will restore its capital to the pub- 
lic treasury and will be the instru- 
mentality of guarding the public in- 
terest where private conscience is in- 
sensible to a public need. 


Public Menace. 


“This proposal does not relate to 
any posrible employment in intrastate 
shipments. Price restraint and equita- 
ble distribution in intrastate ship- 
ments is a responsiblity of the state’s 
own government, In such voluntarily 
activities, aS have been carried on 
thus far, the federal government has 
endeavored to re-establish the author- 
ity and responsibility in the states 
which was detemined in the necessary 
centralization of authority during the 
world war. 

“The public menace in the coal sit- 
uation was made more acute and 
more serious at the beginning of July 
by the strike of the federated shops 
crafts in the railroad ~service—a 
Strike against a wage decision made 
by the railroad labor board, directly 
affecting approximately 400,000 men. 
The justice of the decision is not for 
diseussion here. The decision has 
been lost sight of in subsequent de- 


velopments. In any event, it was al- 
Ways possible to appeal for rehearing 
and the submission of new evidence, 
and it is always a safe assumption 
that a government agency of adjust- 
ment deciding unjustly will be quick 
to make right any wrong. 

“The railroad labor board was 
created by congress for the express 
purpose of hearing and deciding <dis- 
putes between the carriers and their 
employees, so. that no controversy 
need lead to an interruption of inter- 
State transportation, 

“It was inevitable that many wage 
disputes should arise. Wages had 
mounted upward, necessarily and just- 
ly, during the war upheaval likevwrge 
the cost of trangportation, so that 
the higher wages might be paid. It 
Was enevitable that some readjust- 
ments should follow. Naturally these 
readjustments were resisted. The ad- 
ministrative government neither advo- 
cated nor opposed. It only held that 
the labor board was the lawful agency 
of the government to hear and decide 
disputes and its authority must be 
sustained, as the law contemplates. 
This must be so, whether the carriers 
or the employees ignore its decisions, 


Decisions Ignored. 


“Unhappily a number of decisions of 
this board had been ignored by the 
carriers. In only one instance how- 
ever, had a decision, challenged by 
a carrier, been brought to the atten- 
tion of the department of justice and 
this decision was promptly earried to 
the courts and has recently been sns- 
tained in the federal court of Ape. 
peals. The public or the executives 
had no knowledge of the ignored de- 
cisions in other cases, because they 
did not hinder transportation. When 
these failures of many of the carriers 
to abide by decisions of the board 
were brought to my attention, I could 
more fairly appraise the feelings of 
the strikers, though they could have 
had a remedy without seeking 10 
paralyze interstate commerce. 

“The law creating the railroad.labor 
board is inadequate. Contrary to 
popular impression, it has little or 
no power to enforce its decisions. It 
can impose no penalties on either 
party disregarding its decisions. {t 
can not halt a strike and manifest!y 
congress deliberately omitted the en- 
actment of compulsory arbitration. 
The decisions of the board must be 
made enforceable and effective against 
fearriers and employees alike. But the 
law is new and no perfection of it 
by congress at this moment could be 
helpful in the present threatened 
paralysis of transportation. 

“Happily it is always lawful and 
oftimes possible to settle disputes 
outside of cow, so in a desire to 
serve public welfare, I ventured upon 
an attempt at mediation. Those who 
had preceeded me in attempted set- 
tlements had made some progress. I 
submitted to the officials of the strik- 
ing employees and the chairman of 
the Association of Railway Execu- 
tives; in writing, on the same day, 
a tentative proposal for settlement. 
Knowing that some of the carriers 
had offended by ignoring the deci- 
sions of the board and the employees 
had struck when they had a remedy 
without the strike, I felt it was best 
to start all over again, resume work, 
all to agree to abide faithfully >y 
the board’s decision, make it a real 
tribunal of peace in transportation 
and everybody serve thé pubic. The 
barrier to be surmounted was the 
question of seniority. By the work- 
men these rights are held to be sacred, 
and unsurrendered by a strike. By 
the carriers the preservation of ae 
niority is the weapon of discipline 
on the one hand and tlre reward of 
fuithful employees on the other. It 
has been an almost invariable rule 
that when strikes have been lost, 
seniority and its advantages have been 
surrendered; when strikes have been 
settled senfority Shas been restored. 

Tentative 
“In the tentative proposals which I 


every 
seniority 


sponsored, it was provided ve 
body should go to work, with if 
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rights unimpaired, that there’ should 
be no discrimination by either work- 
men or carriers nst workmen, 
who did or did not strike. I realized 
that the proposal must carry a dis- 
appointment to employees who had 
inherited promotion by staying loy- 
ally on the job and to such new men 
as had sought jobs looking to per- 
manent employment, but I wanted 
the fresh start and maintained trans- 
portation service, and ] appraised the 
disappointment of the few to be less 
important than the impending mis- 
fortune to the nation. It was not 
what I would ask ordinarily to be 
considered or conceded, but at that 
momentof deep anxiety, with the coal 
shortage gravely menacing, I was 
thinking of the pressing demands of 
the welfare of the whole people. 

believed the sacrifice brought to the 
men involved could be amply compen- 
sated for by the carriers in practical 
ways. , 

“IT believed the matter of transcen- 
dent importance was the acceptance 
of. the proposal to respect the labor 
board’s decisions on the questions 
which formed the issue at the time 
of the strike. The public compen- 
sation would be complete in guarding 
by law against recurrence. 

“The proposal was rejected by the 
carriers. Though the rejection did not 
end all negotiations, it left the gov- 
ernment only one course—to cal] the 
striking workmen to return to work, | 
to call the carriers to assign them to 
wosk, and leave the dispute about 
seniority to the labor board for de- 
decision., When negotiation or medi- 
ation fails, this is the course con- 
templated by the law and the gov- 
ernment can have. no chart for its 
course except the law. 

“To this call a majority of the 
carriers responded favorably, propos- 
ing to re-employ all strikers except 
those guilty of violence against work- 
men or property, to restore-the strik- 
ing workmen to their old positions 
where vacant, or to like positions 
where vacancies are filled; questions 
of seniority which cannot be settled 
between the employers and the em- 
ployes to go to the labor board for 
decision, The minority of the car- 
radiers proposed to assign jobs to 
workmen on strike only where the 
positions were vvacant> Neither 
nroposal has been accepted. 

Present Situation. 

“Thus the narrative brings us to 
the present moment, but it has not 
included the developments which have 
heightened the government’s concern. 
Sympathetic strikes have, developed 
here and there, seriously impairing in- 
terstate commerce. Deserted trans- 
continental traing in the desert re- 
gions of the southwest have revealed 
the cruelty and contempt Jor aw 
on the part of some railway employees 
who have conspired to paralyze 
transportation and lawlessness and 
vilence in a hundred places have re- 
vealed the failure of the striking 
unions to hold their forces to law 
observance. Men who refused to 
strike and who have braved insult 
and assault and risked theif lives to 
serve a public need have been cruel- 
ly attacked and wounded or killed. 
Men seeking work and guards attempt- 
ing to protect lives and property, even 
officers of the federal government, 


hindered in théir duties, Strikers sible safety in railway service. It 


have armed themselves and gathered 
in about railroad shops to of- 
fer armed violence to any man at- 
tempting to go to work. There 1s 
a state of lawlessness shocking to 
every conception of American law 
and order and violating the cherished 
guarantees of American freedom. At 
no time has the federal government 
been unready or unwilling to give its 
support to maintain law and order 
and restrain violence, but in no case 
has state authority confessed its in- 
ability to cope with the situation, and 
asked for federal assistance. 

“Under these conditions of hindrance 
and intimidation there has been such a 
lack of care of motive power that the 
deterioration of locomotives and the 
non-compliance with the safety re- 
quirements of the law are threaten- 
‘ing the breakdown of transportation. 
This is a very serious menace to the 
millions of fruit growers and other 
producers of perishable foodstuffs, 
und means losses to farmers who 
depend on transportation to market 
their grai@s at harvest’ time. 
Even worse, it is hindering the trans- 
port of ayailable coal when industry 
1s on the verge of paralysis because 
of the coal shortage, and life and 
health are menaced by coal famine 
in the great centers of population. 
Surely the ~ threatening conditions 
must impress the congress and the 
country that no body of men, wheth- 
er limited in, numbers and fesponsi- 
bility for railway management or 
powerful in numbers and the neces- 
sary forces in railroad operation, 
shall be permitted to choose a course 
which imperils public welfare. Neith- 
er organizations of employers nor 
working men’s union8 may escape re- 
sponsibility" when related to a public 
service, the mere fact of organiza- 
tion forces that responsibility and 
public interest transscends that of 
either grouped capital or organized 


labor.

Assaults and Violence. 

“Another development is so signifi- 
exnt that the hardships of the moment 
may weil be endured to rivet popu- 
lar attention to necessary settlement. 
It is fundamental to ull freedom that 
ali men have unquestioned rights to 
lawful pursuits to work and to live 
and chovse their own lawful ways to 
huppiness. In these strikes these 
rights have been denied by assault 
and violence, by armed lawlessness, 
in many communities the municipal 
authorities have winked at these vio- 
lations, until liberty is a mockery and 
the law a matter of community con- 
tempt. It is fair to say that the 
great mass of organized workmen do 
not approve but they seem helpless 
to hinder. These conditions cannot 
remain in free America. If free 
men cannot toil according to their 
own lawful choosing, all our consti- 
tutional guarantees born of democ- 
racy are surrendered to mobocracy 
and ghe freedom of a hundred millions 
is sutTrendered to the small minority 
which would have no law. 

“It is not my thought to ask con- 
gress to deal with these fundamental 
problems at this time. No. hasty 
action would contribute to the solu- 
tion of the present critical situation. 
There is existing law by which to 
settle the prevailing disputes There 
are statutes forbidding conspiracy to 
hinder interstate commerce. There

“The legal safeguarding against like 
menaces in the future must be ‘work- 
ed out when no passion sways, when 
no prejudice influences, when the 
whole problem may be appraised, and 
the public welfare may be asserted 
againet any and every interest which 
assumes authority beyond that of the 
government itse] 

Pilea Jor Aliens. 

“One specific thing I must ask at 
your hands at the earliest possible 
moment. There is pending a bill to 
provide for the better protection of 
aliens and for the enforcement of 
their treaty rights. It is a measure, 
in short, to create a jurisdiction for 
the federal courts through which the 
national government will have appro- 
priate power to protect aliens in the 
rights secured to them under treaties 
and to deal with crimes which affect 
our foreign relations. 

“The matter has been before con- 
gress on many previous occasions. 
President Tyler in his first annual 
message, advised congress that inas- 
much as ‘the government is charg- 
ed with the maintenance of peace 
and the preservation of amicable re- 
lations with the nations of the eartn, 
it ought to possess without question 
all the reasonable and proper means 
of maintaining the one and preserv- 
ing the other.’ 

“President Harrison asked for the 
same bestowal of jurisdiction having 
encountered deep embarrassment 
which grew out of the lynching of 
11 aliens in New Orleans in 1891. 
President McKinley dealing with a 
like problem in 1899 asked the con- 
ferring upon federal courts jurisdic- 
tion in that class of international 
cases, where the ultimate responsi- 
bility of the federal government may 
be involved. President Roosevelt 
uttered a like request to congress in 
1206, and President Taft pointed out 
the defect in*the present federal ju- 
risdiction when he made his inaugural 
address in 1900, He declared that 
hae puts our government in a _ pusil- 
lanimous position to make definite 
engagement to-protect aliens and 
then to excuse the failure to per- 
form ‘the engagement by an explana- 
tion that the duty to keep them 1s 
in states or cities not within our 
control. If we would promise, we 
must put ourselves in a position to 
perform our promise. We cannot 
permit the possible failure of justice 
due to local prejudice in any state 
or municipal government, to expose 
us to the risk of war which might 
be avoided, if federal jurisdiction 
were asserted by suitable legislation 
by congress.’ 


Herrin Crime. 

“My renewal of this oft-made ree- 
ommendation is impelled by a pitiable 
sense of federal impotence to deal 
with the shocking crime at Herrin, 
Ill., which so recently shamed and 
horrified the country. In that butch- 
ery of human beings, wrought in 
madness, it is alleged that two aliens 
were murdered. This act adds to the 
outraged sense of American justice 
the humiliation which lies in the 
federal government’s confessed lack 
of authority to punish that unuttera- 
ble crime. 


“Had it happened in any other land 


than our own, and the wrath of right- 


}eous justice were not effectively az- 


pressed, we should have pitied the civ- 
lization that would tolerate and ser- 
row for the government, unwilling or 
unable, to mete out just punishment. 


“I have felt the deep current of 
popular resentment that the federal 
government has not sought to efface 
this blot from our national shield, 
that the federal government has been 
tolerant of the mockery of loca] in- 
quiry and the failure of justice in 
Illinois. It is the regrettable truth 
that the federal government cannot 
act under the law, But the bestowal 
of the jurisdiction necessary to en- 
able federal courte co act appropriate- 
ly will open the way to punish bar- 
barity and butchery at Herrin or 
elsewhere, no matter in whose name 
or for what purpose the insufferable 
outrage is committed. 

“It is deplorable that there are or 
can be American communities where 
even there are citizens, not to speak 
of public officials, who believe mob 
warfare is admissible to cure any 
Situation, It is verrorizing to know 
that such madness may be directed 
against men merely for choosing to 
accept lawful employment. I wish 
the federal government to be able 
to put an end to such crimes against 
Civilization and punish those who 
sanction them: 


Warfare On Labor. 

“In the weeks of patient confer- 
ence and attempts at settlement I 
have come to appraise another ele- 
ment in the engrossing industrial dis- 
pute of which it is only fair to tuke 
cognizance, it is in some degree re- 
sponsible for the strikes and has hin- 
dered attempts at adjustment; [ re- 
fer to the warfare on the unions of 
labor. The government has no sym- 
pathy or upproval for this element 
of discord in the ranks of industry. 
Any legislation in the future must be 
us free from this element of trouble- 
making as it is from labor extremists 
who strive for class domination.

Councilman J. C. Murphy, chairman 
of the school committee of council and 
ex-officio member of the board of edu- 
cation, declined to express yhimself, 
holding like Commissioner Hutcheson 
that until the Grant Park site has 
been passed on by the voters it would 
be entirely premature to discuss any 
other proposed location.

It was indicated Friday by Com- 
missioner W. L. McCalley, chairman 
of the board’s finance and building 
committee, that he will wage a vigo- 
rous fight against the Washington 
street site, his objection being that it 
is inadequate in area.

_ “MRS.” PRESIDENT. 
Wherever a substantial majority 
of the women of a state or nation 
have acted in unison and harmony 
in demanding this or that legisla- 
tion, they have usually succeeded in 
getting it, even though it may often 
have been considerably delayed. 
It isn’t so much suffrage that has 
brought, or is going to bring, frui- 


tion of the reforms women demand, 


as it is the fact that they are women, 
and that men respect and admire

the election of, one of their own sex 
to high office. Woman is as yet a 
curiosity, by reason of scarcity, in 
legislative halls and in the higher 
offices of state and nation. 

Nevertheless, through the exten- 
sion of suffrage, the possibility even 
of “Mrs.” President of the United 
States, unquestionably exists. In 
appealing for the united co-opera- 
tion of women upon fixed and defi- 
nite issues, Ida Clyde Clarke says 
in ‘the September Pictorial Review: 

“During the past few months 
there have been something like 
a dozen meetings of national 
organizations of women, repre- 
senting about 14,000,000 or- 
ganizéd, intelligent, experienced 
politically educated women vat- 
ers. It is obvious that with 
those 14,000,000 votes solidified 
we could name the next presi- 
dent of “the United States; and 
it could be Madam instead of 
Mr. President if we said so in 
14,000,000 voices. 

“We could dictate the national 
policy; we could inaugurate a 
system of education that edu- 
cates, and a system of economy 
that is economical. We could 
force our lawmakers to stop 
putting new patches on the 
crazy old fabric with which we 
are supposed to cover the nak- 
edness of our moral code.” 

It is undoubtedly true that the 
women of the United States could do 
lots of things, in fact, practically 
anything they wanted to, if they 
could and would get together and 
stick together. It will be conceded 
they could even elect “Mrs.’”’ Presi- 
dent. 

But will they do it? It is doubt- 
ful,, even in the rather distant fu- 
ture. We may look for a practical- 
ly solid woman vote on the right 
side of all moral issues and those 
questions most closely affecting the 
home; that has been always the ten- 
dency. 

However, when it comes to the 
election of candidates for office, we 
may also continue to look for just 
about as many differences and divi- 
sions among the women, as among 
the men voters of the country, if 
not more. 

Chairman Cordell Hull, of the na- 
tional democratic committee, in an- 
swering a slur upon woman’s ambi- 
tion to hold high office, emanating 
from a member of the republican 
s al campaign committee, de- 
clared that the democratic party 
stood definitely for the election of 
the best candidate for any office, 
governor, senator or any other, re- 
gardiess of sex. 

That’s what the women are going 
to stand for, too. If goodness were 
the only determining factor, the 
woman candidate would walk away 
with. the election practically every 
time. But other qualifications must 
be considered, and that’s the one 
thing that will continue to give the 
men a chance. 

We will probably soon have uni- 
form and more rigid marriage and 
divorce laws, because the good 
women of the land want them. 

But we are not likely soon to 
have “Mrs. President,” not only be- 
cause of the tremendous force ex- 
erted by the fradition of a century 
and a half, -but chiefly for the reason 
that it will be a long time before 


out that the smaller counties of the

“= assembly to provide any state fund 
automatically precludes the possibil- 
ity of their getting the benefit of 
improved highways to the extent of 
the larger and more prosperous 
counties. 

But that is not the most lamen- 
table feature. 

The failure of the weak counties 
to provide funds, and the enforced 
inability of the state to further fi- 
nance the roads through such coun- 
ties, necessarily embarrasses, and in 
many instances destroys, the whole 
‘program for an inter-linked state: 
wide, courthouse-to-courthouse sys- 
tem. 

And by the same token it destroys 
the practical benefits that would ac- 
crue from a connected state system. 

A chain is no stronger than its 
weakest link. 

A road from Atlanta to Savannah, 
to illustrate, may be hard-surfaced 
through every county but one, and 
if the connecting link in that one 
county is fmpassable, the value of 
the whole road, for through travel 
or traffic, is destroyed. 

The failure of the legislature to 
meet the demands of the people in 
this one matter—an issue that in- 
yolved no question of taxation now 
or at any time in the future—is a 
severe setback to the state, and it 
marks the legislative action, or in- 
-action, as one of destruction instead 
of construction. |

The Halt-Portion Mistake. 
One of the 135 stock questions I'am 
called upon to answer many times 
every day for correspondents is “What 
is good for constipation in infancy?’ 
Now and then the mother putting 
such a question mentions the age of 
the baby and tells what the baby has 
been fed. Very few, however, think 


that such information is necessary tor 


a health expert who is to give advice 
about the prevention of such trouble, 

I have expatiated copiously on in- 
adequate feeding, I have, true to call- 
ing, injured my own business by des- 
canting here on “cheat foods,” and I 
have said everything I could think of 
except swear words about the shame- 
ful practice of keeping infants on in- 
adequate rations. Constipation in in- 
fants is one of the least of the evil re- 
sults of half-portion feeding practices, 
but it is a result which is so ab- 
hormally magnified in the eyes of 
mothers that [ seize upon it as a sub- 
ject for today’s diatribe. If my im- 
eagnee d in condemning dead atuff 
or infant feeding has cost me some- 
thing, there’s consolation in the know- 


}} ledge that on many a day when seemly

subjects for a discourse refused to 
turn up, a half-nourished baby has 
come to my rescue. 

So many, many unenlightened moth- 
ers find some feeding formula which 
“agrees” and then keep feeding that 
formula indefinitely, as though the 
fact that it “agrees” were sufficient 
evidence that it properly. nourishes the 
baby. So many observe a tendency 
toward obesity in the baby receiving 
an excess of starch and sugar in his 
food, and imagine that chubbiness or 
fat indicates adequate feeding. And so 
many adopt a feeding formula, sa 
diluted or modified milk or dead stuff 
with milk suitable for an infant of 
six weeks or two months, and continue 
feeding the same diluted stuff for 
months and months, wondering why 
the baby is so constipated. A mother 
today mentions that she has had to 
give her 6 months’ old baby so much 
castor oil and senna, yet he is even 
more constipated than ever, then she 
goes On to tell how she feeds him one 
part of milk diluted with three parts 
of water. A baby of 6 months ought 
to be taking his milk nearly if not 
quite undiluted. He ought tobe fed 
daily, in addition, a few spoonfuls of 
any fresh fruit juice, a few spoon-| 
fuls of thin cereal gruel cooked not 
less than two hours, a few spoonfuls 

any vegetable well cooked and 
strained through a sieve. Two or three 
times each week a 6 months’ old in- 
fant should have some fresh meat 
broth or meat gravy with his vege- 
table or his cereal. These foods are 
essential for the proper development 
of the digestive functions and for the 
normal nutrition and growth of the 
baby. “here may be a few feeble or 
sick iffants who cannot take such 
things, but the average normal baby 
needs ea ery more substantial 
than diluted milk. The family phy- 
sician should supervise the feeding 
of the abnormal or sick infant. 

Constipation is much less harmful 
to a baby than is castor oil or senna 
or any other purgative. 

If civilized mothers knew as much 
about infant feeding as savage moth- 
ers and the animals know, constipa- 
tion in infancy would be a rare oc- 
currence. 


The Typhoid Prophylactie. 

Is the anti-typhoid_ prophylactic 
treatment dangero or does it ever 
cause serious illness? How long does 
it take to complete the immuniza- 
tion of a person against typhoid fever 
with this treatment?—(J. BR.) 

Answer—It is safe and causes no 
more serious illness than a day of 
headache and malaise, in a few cases, 
following the first of the series of hy- 
podermic injections. Usually one in- 
jection is administered each week, un- 
til three have been given. Probabiy 
full immunity is not established un- 
til a few weeks after the completion 
of the treatment.

TREES THAT PAY. 


Every house owner longs to have 
trees that beautify and give shade, 
but sometimes the expense of buying 
even small trees is more than he can 
afford. If he looks upon his trees-or 
“shrubs as something from which he 
will before many seasons § actually 
reap a gain he may not hesitate in 
setting 
into his new house. 

And this he will do if he plants 
fruit trees or fruitsbearing vines and 
shrubs. It is a great mistake to 
think that fruit trees are not suitable 
for the front of the house. Nothing 
is more beautiful in spring than apple 
blossoms or cherry blossoms. 

Some persons admire the plum 
blossoms more than that of any other 
flowering frat tree. It is smaller 
than the cherry or apple, but full of 
cream and picturesque association. It 
may be placed to advantage in the 
section of your garden thar you choose 
to call Japanese. 

“There are some of the scrubbier 
fruit-bearing trees that- serve ex- 
cellently for shrubs: There is the 
Cornelian cherry that has large red 
fruit in September, that makes the 
foundation of a refreshing tart drink 
or may be made into jelly. pider- 
berries maké excellent jelly. There 
is the Elaeagnus, that yields fruit 
like cranberries in. midsummer that 
makes an excellent jam with a pi- 
quant flavor. 

Then there are many sorts of nut 
trees that are beautiful, long-lived, 
and that can still be regarded as 
trees thet earn their living.

HOW TO SAVE 
WHEN SHOPPING

When you buy a hair brush, the 
m@&t important thing to note is the 
quality of the bristles. There are two 
kinds; real bristles, which come fram 
an animal, and fiber or imitation 
bristles, which are_a vegetable pro- 
duct. The latter do not give much 
wear because water takes out all of 
their stiffening and leaves them soft 
and limber. 

To tell whether a bristle is real or 
vegetable, press the finger or the 
thumb into the center of the brush and 
then lift it quickly. Real bristles 
spring back to an upright position 
immediately, while imitation bristles 
strnighten more slowly. 

Pull the bristle between your thumb 
nail and your forefinger tightly press- 
ed. If an animal bristleit will curl 
over, but if a fiber, it will drop or 
break off.. Another test is to heat the 
bristle or touch it with a match. If 
it burns like huir it is a real bristle, 
but if it burns like paper it is an 
imitation or fiber product. 

With these very simple tests, which 
any novice can make, there is no rena- 
son for being deceived, or for buying 
a poor quality hair, nail or clothes 
brush,
